WASHINGTON, January 8.—The second 


day's debate on the Union Pacific re- 
funding bill developed by tor the molt 
sensational incident ot this miion of 
congress. Mr. Johnson, Kepublican ol 
California, the only member of the Cal- 
ifornia delegation who lavors the fond- 
ing bill, in the course of bit remark! 
took occasion to make a remarkable, 
vituperative personal attack on Editor 
Hearst ol the San Francisco Examiner. 
He described Mr. Heartt and Mayor 
Satro aa the men who were terrorizing 
the Pacific coast members. 
He de- 


tailed Mr. Hearst's connection with the 
San Francisco Ii1i1t(U*»mill»l«U'l|l*«»4u 
had built unjust paper and saiS tha, 
the people-of California admired it. He- 
said they were BUSplcious'at first and 
kne/that Mr. Hearet was erratic in 
hif conduct. He then made insinna-

, Hearst's personal habits, but added that 
' the people believed he was honest.

ways one o! the most entertaining 
speaker! in the bouse, were thunder- 
struck at tho lengths to which he went. 
Only at the last session Mr. Johnson 
denounced Mr. Hearst, but on that oc- 
casion he was called to order by Mr. Ma- 
gnire of California. The speech created 
a profound sensation. 
Mr. Arnold oi Pennsylvania made a 


brief speech for the measure, bat the 
Louse wan still buzzing with the sensa- 
tion created by the California orator. 


When 
Mr. Arnold finished, Mr. 


Cooper, Republican of Wisconsin, one 
of the strongest foes ol tbe Pacilic rail- 
road funding bill, took the Door. About 
tbe first word spoken from his lips in- 
tensified Hit) situation. 
"In view of what has been eaid by the 


gentleman from California," he sald,"ln 
view of tho exhibition which we saw 
. here—as 1 think, one of the most dis- 
graceful known in the annals of the his- 
tory ol the house—the attacking ol a 
man absent from his place, in a manner 
known only to cowards, blackening his 
name, ruining it, (if it were In the 
power of tho gentleman from California 
to ruin anybody who has ever had any 
reputatiou at all) to the best of his abil- 
ity—I feel it proper for me to say at 
least a few words." 
Mr. Cooper then paid a high tribute 


to Mr. Hearst and the hard work he has 
done to build up his papers, and de- 
clared that he did not think that any- 
thing he had done entitled a member to 
attack him as the gentleman from Cali- 
fornia bad done. Mr. Cooper turned to 
Mr. Johnson and eaid: 
. „. 
" 'Let the galled jade wince.' The 


gentleman was in a Republican district. 
He boldly championed the funding bill 
and he is-buried under a majority of 


"The gentleman from New York, 


whom he so infamously and wilfully 
maligned, is not tho one responsible for 
his defeat. It is the knowledge that the 
people o] tbe state of Oalifornia believe 
•that the power of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, whom the gentle- 
man from Oalifornia championed in the 
face of the people, had been used to 
their detriment. They know of the 
manner in which the corporation has for 
yean past treated the people of that 
state. 
"The people of California have been 


treated more shamevully by this corpora- 
'tion than any commonwealth in the his- 
tory of the United States has been 
treated by any other corporation, either 
railroad or otherwise. They have de- 
stroyed or crippled enterprise, they have 
destroyed the business of Individuals, 
they have dictated to the merchants 
how they should conduct their business, 
imposed hardships upon farmers, busi- 
ness men, merchants, dry goods men, 
lumber men, merchants in every class 
of business, and made to feel their 
heavy hand all those who undertook to 
ship their freight in opposition to this 
company. 
"The Republican party repudiated 


the funding bill. Why? Because they 
did not want to aid the tyranny of the 
Bouthern Pacific over the taxpayers of 
Oalifornia." 
Mr. Cooper then calmed down and 


proceeded with his argument. Through- 
out his reply to Mr. Johnson the latter 
eat quietly in his seat at the rearol tbe 
ball. He made no response. 


The sensational incident growing out 


of Mr. Johnson's attack almost drowned 
interest in the debate. Mr. Arnold, Re- 
publican of Pennsylvania, following In 
favor of the bill, and Messrs. Parker, 
Republican of New Jersey; Bell, Popu- 
list ol Colorado, and Shafroth, Bepubli. 
can of Colorado, against it. Mr. Hep- 
burn, Republican of Iowa, supported 
the measuure in an extended argument, 
as tbe only solution of the problem at 
this juncture. With regard to the Cali- 
fornia opposition to the Dill, be said the 
antagonism there was against any set- 
tlement that did not predicate the gov- 
ernment ownership and operation of the 
roads. He took up some ol the state- 
ments made in the coarse of tbe debate 
to show that they were reckless and ut- 
terly without foundation, and said it 
was 
those irresponsible 
statements 


which clouded the issues and created 
much of the opposition to the measure. 


He argued that government owner- 


ship ol railroads was bound up in the 
defeat of tbe pending bill. That was 
why Us opponents were insistent. This 
was to be made the entering wedge. 
The members from California, he said, 
made no disguise of their purpose in de. 
•rim to btat the bill, and he predicted

IFOBNIA CONVENTION. 


Two and a Half Cents on Kalsins. 


Half the Bounty ou Beet Sugur 


to Go to the Grower. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 8.—The com- 


mittee of the California Tariff conven- 
tion agreed today to recommend to the 
congressional ways and means commit 
tee a tariff tchcdule for a number o 
natural products. The schedule pro- 
vides for a dnty on rough lumber of 20 
per cent, for the higher grades of from 
(2 to M-50 Per thousand feet and for 
cabinet timber an advalorem duty o* 
from ie to 25 per cent. 
It was recommended that the duty on 


bituminous coal be raised to CO cents pe 
ton of 2240 pounds and on anthracite to 
75 cents. On flax, hemp, jute, burlap 
and grain bags, wines and brandies and 
table grapes the schedule of the McKiu 
ley bill was recommended. On all form 
of sodium and sulphur, the McKinle, 
dnty was recommended, crude sulphu 
to be free. 
It was agreed to recommend that oC 


per cent of the bounty allowed upon do- 
mestic beet sugar should be awarded to 
the grower of the beets, Instead of liav 
ing all of it, as now, go to the manufac 
turer. It was agreed to ask that th 
McKinley bill tariff ot 2)6 cents pe 
pound for cured or dried grapes, raisin 
or currants should be restored. 
It was decided to recommend a dut 


of 3 cents a pound on deesicated cocoa

ND SWUNG FKOM A NEAttBY THEE 


neb Was the Fate of an Outlaw 


Who Killed Three Members 


of a Family. 


SUMTER, S. 0., January 8.—Simon 
ooper, the negro outlaw who yester- 
ay murdered three members of the 
Pllson family and a colored servant, 
was lynched near here today. Cooper 
was captured by the sheriff's poese and 
was being taken to Sumter when the 
mob decided to hang him. The deputy 
heriff, aided by two men, resisted the 
yucbers but they were overpowered; A 
ope. was thrown over the limb cf a 
ree, and as the man swung upward tbe 
>ody was pierced by more than 150 bul- 
ete. One bullet cut the rope and the 
orpse fell to the ground where tbe cor- 
ner found it some hours later. 
Cooper was captured about noon in a 
abin five miles from this place. He 
was well armed with Winchesters and 
ept up a continuous fire. The houte 
ffaa small and on a hill in the open, so 
tjat the posse could not at first come 
ritbin range with any degree of safety. 
About noon, however, an advance was 


made and the posse closed in. After a 
arloy Cooper came out. As he Stepped 
out he was seized by the arms. As he 
toed facing the crowd a shot was fired 
nd Cooper dropped with a 
rifle 


>all through his cheeks. He was not 
iBdly wounded, however, and as he 
oiled over made an effort to get his 
isnd to his trousers. In hie shirt a 
azor was found, while beneath his 
lousers band was a loaded revolver, 
tooper was drunk, and after the shot 
lecame almost unmanageable. 


A search of the cabin revealed a Win 


Chester rille, two revolvers, a vahee 
filled with cartridges and a number of 
lasks, some empty and others filled 
with whinky. On a page torn from a 
blank book was written: 


"Remember that I killed myeelf; 


there never was a man that could take 


le. 
SIMON Cooren." 


Cooper waS placed in a wagon with 
wo men, and the party started for 
rfwn. The crowd ol nearly 100 men 
bllowed. There were mutterluus of 
vnching, about two miles from Sumter. 
Then the officers wero'overpowered and 
;he negro lynched.

As soon as the righto! way be- 
tween this city and Hanford is obtained 
tho construction ol the road will be 
pushed southward without further in- 
terruption. 
The company is desirous of having 


the track completed at least to Tulare 
by next season to take advantage ol tho 
summer's freighting. Tho people along 
the line are equally anxious to have the 
road come as soon as possible. The 
question o! whether it 
will be put 


through by next summer or not depends 
upon what is accomplished by the oiu- 
cials on their present visit in regard to 
settling the differences on land lying be- 
tween this city and the river. If they 
•re successful in closing the contracts 
for the right of way, then the road will 
be built as far aa Tnlare, at least, during 
the coming season. 
If satisfactory settlements cannot be 


made immediately, however, the time 
ol the continuation ol the comnet-
